1 . WE DISCUSSED IMPLICATIONS OF NORWEGIAN ESPIONAGE 
CASE(REFTEL) WITH MR. A.G. JOHNSON, NATO OFFICE OP 
SECURITY, REGARDING POSSIBLE COMPROMISE OF NATO 
CLASSIFIED INFORMATION. JOHNSON HAS RECEIVED 
PRELIMINARY ASSESSMENT FROM THE NORWEGIANS INDICATING 
THAT MS. HOVIK WORKED IN THE TRADE SECTION OP THE 
FOREIGN MINISTRY AND WAS UNLIKELY TO HAVE HAD ACCESS 
TO ANY NATO CLASSIFIED DOCUMENTS. 

2. JOHNSON SAID HIS OFPICE WILL CONTINUE TO PRESS 

THE NORWEGIAN DELEGATION FOR FURTHER INPORMATION ON 
THE CASE, HOWEVER, HE DID NOT THINK THAT A FINAL 
ASSESSMENT COULD BE MADE UNTIL THE NORWEGIANS 
COMPLETE THEIR INVESTIGATION WHICH IS LIKELY, IN 
HOHNSON’S OPINION, TO TAKE ONE OR TWO MONTHS.
